BOBBY DOCTOR of the U. S. Civil Rights Commission 

Office was there. FRANK LaMONBUE, male Negro, Deputy U. S. 
Marshal, came, and the Invaders "hooted" him and he left. 

He acted silly and tried to tell them he was with the Afro- 
American Police Officers Association. 

One or two Negro school principals were there, 
including GEORGS COX of Walker School; Negro Attorney 
GEORGE BROWN, associate of Attorney H. A. LATTINQ, was there. 
Some of the "Young Turk" SCLC people were there. One FNU 
SUTTON of the SCLC who is small in build, - drives a black 
Chevrolet Caraaro, and who went to Memphis State University 
(MSU) for two years, claimed to have knowledge of the 
New York teachers strike,' People were there from 
WOMEN, Unity League, and one woman claiming to be from 
the NAACP. WOMEN people included Mrs. RONALD CATRON and 
one woman whose madden name was HUBBARD. 
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Tii,® first speaker was LANCE WATSON ("Sweet Willie 

Wine") who spoke® of the need for BUF and said the United 
States is spending billions in Vietnam and none for the poor 
blacks in the United States, He said money spent on 
napalm should be spent for the poor blacks in the United 
States, He bragged the liquor store at Trigg and Florida 
was too close to a church and the Invaders put it out of 
business. 


ISAAC HAYES of the Black Knights spoke. He 
was extremely militant, warned all present not to take 
notes, and allowed no pictures taken. He cursed the white 
power structure claiming it was keeping blacks in slavery. 

He mimicked the whit© man, Santa Claus, and Tarzan as 
symbols of the white race. He said the whites did nothing 
for blacks until a few brave blacks used Molotov cocktails 
and broke a few windows, He ssiid this is the only way to 
fight "Whitey, « He said "We have to hurt WHITBY where it 
hurts, in his pocketbook — have to get control of the dollar, 
HAYES introduced Black Knights Treasurer WINSTON or WAYNE 
BENNETT, 


Later he said the Black Kn'ights had been visiting 
black churches, seeking support but too many ministers 
and deacons were afraid of them, BENNETT said the Negroes 
working at Firestone feel they ar© being discriminated against 
and many of them are Black Knights,. They plan- a- big boycott 
of Firestone retail stores. He said Firestone has no black 
guards at the gates, sn© Negroes in the personnel off ice, no 
Negroes in skilled jobs and also he claimed blacks are kept 
in menial jobs, have prejudiced white supervisors, and 
segregated rest rooms and cafeterias. He said a Federal 
man from Birmingham looked into the complaints and said it 
would take 16 to 18 months to correct it. He said there was 
no alternative to a boycott of Firestone stores and stores 
selling Firestone products, 

(FNU) SUTTON, claiming to be a representative of SCLC 
told the audience that Atlanta Headquarters of SCLC would 
us® its "Operation Breadbasket" program to help the boycott. 
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JOHN B, SMITH spoke, and stated all Invaders were 
ready to go to jail, if necessary, as many times as necessary, 
provided they can be bonded. He claimed the Memphis Police 
Department illegally raided his apartment on 8/2/68 and 
said if the guns had been found the Police Department would 
have killed the Invaders j, He said the recent arrests of JOHN 
FERGUSON, OREE MC KENZIE, JOHN B, SMITH were intimidation. 

He said it is up to other black groups to support them, SMITH 
added, "All must realize there 0 s a violent revolution in this 
country, black versus white,” 


The guards would not let white male BAXTON BRYANT, 
Executive Secretary of tte Tennessee Council of Human Relations, 
into the meeting; in fact, they got road at some black girls 
who put their arms around BRYANT, 

No official representatives were there from COME 

or NAACP ? 

WINE or BALLARD claimed black history is not being 
taught in public schools, especially revolutionary history, 

CABBAGE and BALLARD did not talk. 

No moderates talked/ 

GEORGE R 0 HUNT, Carver Junior High art teacher, 
and Carver Assistant Basketball Coach (FNU) BYRD, were there, 
as was one FNU JOHNSON, Principal of Lester Elementary School. 

SUTTON of SCLC nominated JOHN B, SMITH as temporary 
Chairman but it was tabled,! 

CALVIN TAYLOR, ’’Commercial Appeal” reporter and 
Invaders sympathizer, was there. 


CABBAGE said EDWIN A HARRELL is quiet and subdued since 
her two recent arrests and is back living with her parents,. 


Informant furnished literature distributed at the 


meeting entitled "Black United Front, Where We Go From Here," 
and "Statement of Purpose for the Black Organizing Project's 
Request of Curriculum Changes." Xerox copies of this are 
being attached to copies of instant memorandum for 157-1423 (BUF), 
157-1067 (BOP), 157-1205 (Black Pa nthers).

Union, He recalled that WILLIE WINE said if all black groups 
would back the Invaders, the Invaders would not have to shoot 
and burn as they have been doing. He said ISAAC HAYES 
said "BUF" wouTd "run Memphis'and they will not let any 
black ministers come in and take over as they had done in 
COME.

I added tt*4t CHE IS A. TURNER, male Negro, 
announcer for WDIA and recently a Black Knight, spoke. 

He said he represented new group called Tic-ER, which he 
said is a violent group/ He said the police have threatened 
him but this did not scare him. He said the police took his 
"young America Speaks" program from him, with the cooperation 
of WDIA Manager BERT FERGUSON and said FERGUSON got mad after 
he had the Invaders on his program. He said,."Don't 
let BERT FERGUSON fopl you; that he is probably a GEORGE 
WALLACE supporter." TURNER claimed FERGUSON claimed TURNER'S 
life had been threatened and this was why his program was being 
taken off, TURNER said he was going to become more militant. 
One woman in the audience said blacks should boycott WDIA, 


One woman from WOMEN said some school children in 
Marks, Mississippi, had been arrested. She wanted f inancial dona¬ 
tions for them. The Invaders said they needed money (meaning 
the Invaders); she said SCLC would help them,

CABBAGE also spoke, explaining BUF would unite 
the entire black community. He wanted to set up officers. 

They badly need a meeting place and want to get a permanent 
building, CABBAGE and JOHN B. SMITH urged all to go to 
Carver High School at 3:30 p.m,, 9/11/68, to pull all 
black students out of school in defiance of Principal R, B. 
THOMPSON. They said THOMPSON is not only one at fault as 
some of the teachers are the ones who take the kids to the 
office, SMITH said if Carver burns* BUF or BOP or the Invaders 
will be blamed.

On the late afternoon of 3/26/69 ME 338-R 
advised that a planning meeting relative to the proposed 
commemoration of the assassination of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR., Memphis, Tenn,, 4/4/69, scheduled mass march, 
was held at the Lorraine Hotel and Motel, 406 Mulberry, 
Memphis, on the night of 3/25/69, attended by various 
SCLC leaders, including the SCLC President RALPH DAVID 
ABERNATHY; 0. W. PICKETT and JESSE EPPS, along with 
some of the local representatives of Community on the 
Move for Equality (COME), a group of Negro ministers 
headed by Rev. JAMES MORRIS LAWSON, JR., Rev. EZEKIEL BELL, 
and H. RALPH JACKSON, Director of Minimum Salary Division,

He stated that earlier on 3/26/69 a planning 
meeting was? held in Clayborn Temple, AMis Chucc-h,- located • 
at 280 Hernando, at which point the 4/4/69' s&rch will ^ 
originate,, Several of the Invaders attempted to get into '■ 

this meeting, but were unable to do so at ;the outset-. 

Among the leaders at the planning meeting were such people. ' 

•as K, RALPH JACKSON; Rev. JAMES MORRIS LAWSON; - MAXINE 
SMITH who is Executive. Secretary NAACP at Memphis; Rev, 

BEN HOOKS * former Shelby County Criminal Court Judge; . 

Rev, 8,. BILLY KYLES: and others. At the outset', JACKSON 
seemed to make a mistake in that be refused admittance 
to women connected with the group called Women-on the -sflove 
for Equality Mow (WOMEN).• He also refused admittance to 
representatives of the Black Knights, as well as admittance 
to representatives of the Invaders, 

The meeting later developed into nearly a **ii*ee- f or-a 1 .t*; 
when some of th© Invaders led by MAURICE Lift IS, -CHARLES LA VERNE 
CABBAGE, DONALD PIGFORD, ROY LIE TURKS, and JOHN CHARLES SMITH * 
and- others, invaded the meeting and demanded an audience-, 
with RALPH'DAVID ABERNATHY when ABERNATHY pleaded that he^ . 
had' only ten minutes before having to leave to catch a 1:29 p,w, 
pltne, Delta Airlines, to Chicago, They talked rough to him, 
threatened to disrupt the march or even prevent its transpiring 
.and according to informant it was apparent' that the Invaders 
are attempting to blackmail the SCLC Just as they did during 
the SCLC National Convention at Memphis, Term,, in August, ■ 
.1968, 


One of the Invaders made.th© statement that they 
were going to go'get a gun and come back and disrupt the 
meeting, although the informant stated this was. merely a 
bluff in an effort to create confusion. 
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CHARLES CABBAGE interrupted the meeting by saying 
that the Invaders had 35 of their members who had been 
jailed in recent months carrying out the work for the 
black power people and that they had been intimidated 
to know end by the Memphis Police Department, yet 
the black leaders represented by those present today 
had done nothing for ’'us" (the Invaders) , 

Informant pointed out that unfortunately none 
of tie leaders present, including JACKSON, HOOKS, and 
LAWSON, had the guts to confront the Invaders by pointing 
out that the arrests of their members had all been• 
legitimate arrests on various serious criminal charges. 

He stated that he, in fact, told Rev. LAWSON that it 
appeared they were too lenient with the Invaders and 
the informant feels that these so-called Negro leaders 
representing COME and the Union and SCLC are actually 
physically afraid of some of the Invaders. 

He stated that PIGFORD, MAURICE LEWIS and 
CHARLES CABBAGE openly threatened a breach of peace on 
4/4/69, indicating' that if the SCLC did not see fit to 
meet with them and meet .their demands that they would se 
to it that Memphis had a good riot on 4/4/69. Informant 
: who knows many of the Invaders personally stated that in 
his opinion they were merely bluffing and mouthing off 
although he felt that people such as Judge HOOKS should 
have called the Invaders to task at that point. 

The Black Knights apparently were originally 
undecided as to what to do but are now in the '’middle” 
in that they were excluded from the meeting and informant 
feels that some of the Black Knights, not all of them, 
will form a coalition with the Invaders in an effort to 
bring pressure to bear on COME, SCLC and Local 1733, AFSCME. 
Informant pointed out that JESSE EPPS at one point told 
CABBAGE, PIGFORD and MAURICE LEWIS that after all they 
should not expect too much in the form of money from the 
march leaders, because Local 1733 and COME were currently 
paying their rent and utilities and Phone Bill for the 
Invaders at their headquarters at 271 Vance Avenue.

In addition to ABERNATHY, SCLC officials, including 
BERNARD LAFAYETTE, who is the new Coordinator of Activities 
for SCLC:' Rev,' JAMES ORANGE, -aka "Little Jesus": and WILLIE 
BOLDEN were present. Also BOBBY DOCTOR, an employee of the 
U, S. Civil Rights Commission,.Federal Building, Memphis, 
Tennessee,/was present and later went with some of the SCLC 
staff to the Invader’s headquarters, at about 4:30 p.m. , in 
an effort to pacify them. Informant pointed out that the 
Invaders, headed by LEWIS WELCH, were at the time he talked 
to the writer in the process of preparing a hate sheet in 
which they claimed they would denounce RALPH JACKSON, Rev, 
JAMES LAWSON, and others; would promise to create disruption 
and possibly riotous situations on 4/4/69: and that informant 
had learned on good authority that LEWIS WELCH had sent 
an Invaders member called ARMSTRONG, a recent release© from 
jail, to procure photographs of H, RALPH JACKSON and Rev, 
JAMES' LAWSON which they intended to use in putting out a 
brochure or "throwaway,” denouncing these individuals. 

Informant added that BOLDEN and BERNARD LAFAYETTE 
and ORANGE planned to remain in Memphis until the 4/4/69 
march in an effort to coordinate the planning thereof but 
•that Rev. ORANGE plans to go to Tuscaloosa, Ala. , over 
the weekend of 3/29-30/69 in order to get married. 

The identity of his bride-to-be is unknown. 

Informant saw the young Negro, former MSU student 
and former enlistee in the U. S. Navy, MARK SIGGERS, who 
purportedly is now connected in some capacity with the 
COME, who was at the Lorraine Hotel on the night of 
■3/25/69, although SIGGERS did not take any active part in 
this meeting. Informant stated that he would try to keep 
abreast of this situation and promptly furnish any pertinent 
information to this office. 

This information has orally been disseminated to 
Lt, E, H. ARK IN, Intelligence Bureau, Memphis, Tennessee, 
Police Department.

Michigan, and hopes to get financial aid there„ inform* 
advised that another leader, JESSE LEE EPPS, Assistant to 
President ©f the American Federation of State, County, 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME), is current^ in Durham, 

North Carolina, involving labor problems/with regard to 
AFSCME in that city. He stated that a .potentially 
situation exists in that MARVIN 10MAX of the union has 
stated that, someone connected with the union was able to 
induce National Broadcasting Company to send a camera 
crew to Memphis to do research and take photographs of 
various facets of Local 1733, AFSCME efforts to force 
St. Joseph Hospital to reeognisse Local 1733 -as the bargaining 
agent for the workers at the’ hospital. H©' stated that 
BOBBY DOCTOR, formerly of the U. S. Civil Rights Commission 
Office, Memphis, now stationed at Atlanta, Georgia, is also 
back in town; that DOCTOR has a young white fellow with him.
